NEWSPAPER HISTORY 


OF RUSH COUNTY IS 


REVIEWED IT MEETING 


Plans were made for the an­ 
nu al Milk Fu nd driv e at the reg­ 
u lar meeting of the Bu siness and 
Professional Women’s clu b held 
with Mrs. Margaret Morton Wed­ 
nesday night. The driv e will be 
held from Febru ary I to 14 and 
the money obtained is u sed to 
prov ide milk lu nches for u nder­ 
priv ileged school children du ring 
the school y ear. 
Miss Eloise Kelley as chairman 
of the pu blic relations commit­ 
tee will hav e charge of the cam­ 
paign.

\ featu re of the meeting was 
an interesting talk on “Ru sh 
Cou nty Press” by Miss Cora 
Clark who gav e a short resu me 
of newspapers in the cou nty . 
Miss Clark remarked that the 
first paper was started in the 
latter part of 1822 or the early 
part of 1823 by D. M. Wickham, 
according to Dr. Arnold’s his­ 
tory . This paper was known as 
the “Dog Fennel Gazette” and 
was printed with the bed resting 
on an old sy camore stu mp, the 
lev er a long poke fastened to a 
nearby tree. He later made a 
strong timber press and called it 
the Wickham’s Velocity press. 
The paper passed to owners 
of different political v iews u ntil 
in 1873 is was bou ght by George 
H. Pu ntenny and William Wal­ 
lace, Pu ntenny retiring in 19 00. 
Wallace sold it to a Democrat 
Pu blishing company and it took 
on the Democratic v iews and be­ 
came known as the Jacksonian. 
In 1840 P. A. and O. C. Hackle- 
man started a paper known as 
the v hig. P. A. Hackleman was 
the 
Jitor and wrote with dis­ 
tinction du ring the heated cam­ 
paign. Cowing and Cox became 
owners in 1855 and changed the 
name to “The Tru e Repu blican.” 
Du ring the following y ear the 
“tru e” was lost and the paper 
became The Repu blican and now 
pu blishing as The Ru shv ille Re­ 
pu blican. 
Miss Clark’s research fou nd a 
copy of the oldest paper ev er 
printed in Ru sh cou nty of which 
there is no record in any of Ru sh 
cou nty ’s histories. This paper, 
“The Indianian,” is dated in 1830 
and Miss Nora Sleeth has a well 
preserv ed copy which was ex hib­ 
ited a t the clu b meeting. The 
copy she has was dated May ll, 
1831, and carried the annou nce­ 
ment of the candidacy of Dr.

Petit larceny was the com­ 
plaint on which Sheriff Hardwick 
and Depu ty Pau l Bennington ar­ 
rested the most persons last y ear, 
17 being taken into cu stody on 
this charge. 
Other arrests made by cou nty 
officers were on the following

rape, I breaking and entering, I 
illegal sale of alcoholic bev erag­ 
es, I illegal posssession of alco­ 
holic bev erages, 5 conspiracy to 
commit a felony , I embezzle­ 
ment, I permitting minors to 
gamble, 2 contribu ting to child 
neglect, I frau du lent check, 3 as­ 
sau lt and battery , I forgery . 
Of these 46 defendants, one 
was acqu itted and fiv e hav e their 
cases still pending, according to 
Sheriff Hardwick, while the oth­ 
ers were either fou nd gu ilty or 
were acqu itted.

SOMEHOW THIS DOESN’T JUST MAKE SENSE 


Indianapolis, Jan. 6 (ZP)—John 
K. Jennings, state director of the 
Works Progress Administration, 
declared today the millions of 
u nemploy ed were “v ital” to the 
economic welfare of the nation. 
He ex pressed the belief the 
cou ntry cou ld not do withou t u n­ 
employ ed, becau se withou t them 
the indu strial sy stem probably 
wou ld collapse. 
He said solu tion of the u nem­ 
ploy ment ills lies in creating “not 
mere tolerance of, bu t pu blic 
demand for serv ices of all kinds 
th at do not produ ce marketable 
g o o ds.” 


The 
u nemploy ed, 
he 
said, 
shou ld be placed in non-profit 
produ cing 
occu pations, 
thu s 
being in a position to consu me 
marketable goods produ ced for 
profit. 
“The reason th at the u nem­ 
ploy ed constitu te a problem in 
ou r economic stru ctu re,” he said, 
“is not that they eat so mu ch, 
bu t th at they eat so little. They 
don’t eat enou gh to keep the 
farmers bu sy , and they crowd in­ 
to so few hou ses th at they don’t 
keep ou r bu ilders bu sy .” 
Asked for comment on the gov ­ 
ernment censu s showing between 


8,000,000 and 10,000,000 were u n­ 
employ ed, Jennings said the na­ 
tion really needs many millions 
more u nemploy ed in indu stry , 
agricu ltu re and all occu pations 
that produ ce foodstu ffs, wearing 
apparel and shelter. 
Pointing ou t there were ap­ 
prox imately 50,000 persons on In­ 
diana’s WPA rolls, he predicted 
the “relief load peak” wou ld not 
be reached in the state before 
Febru ary I. 
Since December 15, more than 
6 ,000 needy employ able persons 
hav e been retu rned to WPA rolls

ALSO PUTS AN END 
TO NEW COURT BILL 


Washington, Jan. 6 (ZP) — Sen­ 
ators commenting on the retire­ 
ment from the su preme cou rt of 
Ju stice George Su therland em­ 
phasized two points today : 
1. That President Roosev elt’s 
nominee to fill the v acancy will 
be su bjected to carefu l senatorial 
scru tiny . 
2. T hat the prospect of a defi­ 
nite “liberal” m ajority on the 
cou rt shov ed far into the back­ 
grou nd any possibility of rev iv ­ 
ing the president’s ju diciary re­ 
organization bill. 
Senator Bridges (R-NH) al­ 
ready has proposed th at senate 
hearing be requ ired on su preme 
cou rt nominations, and was ex ­ 
pected to seek approv al of su ch 
a ru le before a nomination is 
su bmitted. 
Senator Copeland (D-NY),who 
first asserted Ju stice Hu go L. 
Black had been a Ku Klu x 
Klansman, said any nominee 
wou ld be “closely scru tinized.” 
Specu lation ov er a su ccessor to 
the 7 5-y ear-old Ju stice Su ther­ 
land, who asked to step down 
from the bench Jan. 18 becau se 
of his age, fou nd most senators 
in agreement th at a “liberal” 
wou ld be proposed. Fou r present 
ju stices — Brandeis, Stone, Car- 
dozo and Black — hav e been so 
classified by adm inistration of­ 
ficials. 
Thu s, senators argu ed, a m a­ 
jority of the cou rt cou ld be ex ­ 
pected to fav or Roosev elt legis­ 
lation, nu llify ing any fu rther de­ 
mand of adm inistration leaders 
for a change in the ju dicial set­ 
u p. 
Senator Logan (D-Ky ) com­ 
mented th at the “general cou rt 
situ ation, as it ex isted last y ear, 
has already ^ been changed” by 
administration v ictories in im­ 
portant cases and by the earlier 
retirem ent of Ju stice Willis Van 
Dev anter. 
“I think th at reliev ed any ne­ 
cessity for rev iv ing the m atter 
<the reorganization bill),” he 
said. 
Mr. Roosev elt has giv en no in­ 
dication th at he intended to re­ 
new a campaign for the legisla­ 
tion, sidetracked by the senate 
last su mmer after nationwide 
debate.

Crop s tha t are to be 
eaten raw or u sed as salads, su ch 
as lettu ce, early cabbage, sp in­ 
ach, k ale, and early tomatoes, are 
benefited by early ap p lications of 
sodiu m nitrate, as it indu ces rap ­ 
id growth, which insu res su ccu ­ 
lence. 
Sodiu m nitrate, introdu ced in­ 
to this cou ntry nearly a centu ry 
ago, is one of the ou tstanding 
sou rces of av ailable nitrogen for 


p ecially leafy v egetables su ch as 
lettu ce and sp inach, it mak es 
them more tender and 
giv es 
them a better color. 
The am ou nt of sodiu m nitrate 
u sed and the tim e and m anner 
of ap p lication are im p ortant. An 
ex cess ap p lied a t the wrong time 
will delay the m atu rity of the 
crop and generally do more harm 
than good. The new p u blication 
discu sses the q u antity to be u sed 
for different crop s, methods of 
ap p lication, formu las by which 
sodiu m nitrate fertilizers may be 
mix ed a t home, and m any other 
facts abou t the u se of sodiu m ni­ 
trate, either alone or in fertilizer 
mix tu res.

Mo use-Pro o f Co rn Crib 
Many farmers use fine wire mesh to keep ro dents 
o ut o f the co rn crib—but Aaro n Mumaw, o f Elkhart 
Co unty , Indiana, wanted a jo b that wo uld la st So he 
made his lo wer walls and flo o r o f perfo rated steel 
plates, as sho wn in the sketch to the rig ht. The steel 
walls are three feet hig h. 
Better Raspberry Varieties 
If y o u are planning to set o ut a raspberry patch 
—either fo r market o r ho me use—it will pay y o u to 
serio usly co nsider so me o f the newer and better v a­ 
rieties. The New Yo rk Ex periment Statio n has led 
the wo rld in dev elo ping new v arieties o f fruits, and fro m their ex peri­ 
mental o rchards and fields hav e co me a multitude o f wo rth-while new 
v arieties. Amo ng their raspberries, they reco mmend either Tay lo r o r 
Marcy as being superio r to the widely -g ro wn Latham. And they state 
that their So dus purple raspberry is far better than Co lumbian, no t o nly 
in size o f cro p and quality o f fruit, but also because o f the fact that prac­ 
tically all Co lumbian plants are infected with mo saic disease. 


Stalk Fields and Dairy Co ws 
The pro ducing co w has no business in a stalk field. That is part o f the 
g o spel o f g o o d dairy ing . It has been preached by co w testers fo r y ears— 
and still three o ut o f fo ur farmers pay no attentio n to the teaching , ac­ 
co rding to Ho ard’s Dairy man. If the stalk fields must be pastured, let the 
dry co ws and heifers and sheep do the jo b. Stalk pasturing is dang ero us 
fo r pro ducing co ws—and frequently fatal fo r ho rses. 


Easy Way to Unro ll Wire 
One pro blem co nnected with unro lling 
barbed wire is that o f prev enting the reel 
fro m o v er-running . A rig like the o ne 
sketched at the left makes this mean jo b 
easy and safe. The reel is placed o n a pipe 
ax le that passes thro ug h ho les in two up­ 
rig ht bo ards. The to ps o f the bo ards are 
pulled to g ether by means o f a twisted 
wire, thus pro v iding a brake o n the reel. 
J o hn Po tter o f Og le Co unty , Illino is, de­ 
sig ned this apparatus, and he writes that with it he can unro ll 8 0 ro ds o f 
barbed wire in fiv e minutes. 


Go ing to Plant Asparag us? 
If y ou are planning to start an asparag us bed it will pay y o u to cut 
this ou t. Writing in American Ag riculturist, o ne o f New Yo rk’s v eteran 
asp aragu s g ro wers g iv es the fo llo wing rules: (I) Plant asparag us as 
early in the spring as po ssible; (2) Plant the ro o ts in the bo tto m o f 
a 
trench 6 inches deep and hav e the so il rich, free fro m weeds, and well 
drained; (3) Use g o o d-sized ro o ts and place them 18 inches apart in the 
row; (4) Cov er with 3 inches of so il and fill in as the plants g ro w; (5) 
Place the trenches 3 to 3^ feet apart; (6 ) Keep the weeds do wn. 


Po st-Pulling Hitch 
If y ou hav e so me fence po sts to pull, this sim­ 
ple plan may co me in handy . The lev er is a 2x 6 
plank , 3 feet long, with a no tch in the upper end. 
The log chain is ho o ked aro und the po st at the 
grou nd line—a team o r tracto r is hitched to the 
other end —and u p she co mes. 


Tro uble in Oreg o n 
Oregon Ex periment Statio n has a new pro b­ 
lem to solv e—and we may well ho pe that it will 
stay o n the Pacific co ast. Tho usands o f farms and 
g ardens in western Oreg o n are infested with the 
tiny , threadlike, white wo rm kno wn as the sy m- 
p halid—o r g arden centipede. It eats no t o nly seed but the small ro o ts o f 
many flo wer and farm cro ps—and thus far no means o f co ntro l has been 
disco v ered, since the wo rms stay underg ro und at all times. The pest bids 
fair to beco me as serio us a menace to plant life as is the co tto n ro o t ro t in 
parts o f the So uth. 


Wilt-Resistant Watermelo n 
Some y ears ago the Flo rida Ex periment Statio n dev elo ped a new 
watermelon that is ex ceeding ly resistant to wilt.

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EARLY CRACKERS-DOWN 
A quarter-century ago alert minds were wrest­ 
ling with the problem “ How old is Ann?” first 
propounded by Robert D. Towne. If memory 
serv es, Ann was 18, though lots of folks had diffi­ 
culty in believ ing it. At all ev ents, she is a big 
girl by this time. Now the learned anthropolo­ 
gists are coming to grips ov er the question “ How 
old is Man?” Hitherto scientists hav e believ ed 
the human race is about 1,000.000 y ears old. But 
there is a new group headed by Dr. N. C. Nelson, 
retiring president of the American Anthropolog­ 
ical Association, which cocks a speculativ e ey e 
and say s: “ J ust double that!” 
Christopher Columbus was a piker apparently , 
for one scientist, addressing the association at 
Yale, say s there is ev idence of six Indian migra­ 
tions at least 3,000 y ears ago from Alaska to the 
tip of South America, and that one of them was 
by canoe down the Pacific Coast. Dr. Nelson 
thinks Man was here longer ago than that, in 
time to see the disappearance of the mastodon, 
the camel and the horse. 
Be that as it may , most of us can say of this 
Amerind as a scion of a distinguished family once 
ex ploded: “ He isn’t one of us; he’s only a mav ­ 
erick.” For our origins 'were for the most part 
European. It would be interesting to know the 
story of humanity , and how long ago our earliest 
ancestors really liv ed. But there are, alas, many 
rents in the prehistoric picture. About all we 
know is that from the first mammal who stood 
erect and banged a club ov er the head of what 
was, until that instinct, a fellow animal, history 
has been an ev olution of “ crackers-down” and 


that it has not ended ev en with General Hugh 
S. J ohnson and his late NRA. 


“ I’M NO MACHINE!” 
Don Budge realizes by this time that the man­ 
tle of a champion may be fur-lined and weighted 
down with lead. His triumphal march to distant 
points has been marred by an angry outburst 
from tennis fans in Sy dney , Australia, a place 
where they take their sports seriously .

The champion’s words reflect an honest char­ 
acter.

No human being can keep up a killing 
pace, day after day . The people that w?ant to see 
Budge in action in an ex hibition match cannot 
ex pect that he will alway s be in top form. For 
a man who is receiv ing nothing for his serv ices, 
ex cept ex penses and a chance to be hooted in 
foreign ports, he is putting up an ex cellent show 
of sportsmanship. 
If some of the fans thought twice before they 
used their v oices to mouth stupid and harsh crit­ 
icism or to heav e pop bottles and cushions per­ 
haps they would enjoy the game much better. If 
Don Budge decides to turn professional and col­ 
lect as much money 
he can, the fans will hav e 
only themselv es to h.ame.
